PREFACE. 

Robert  Clay,  of  Chesterfield,  Derbyshire,  and  later  of 
Sheffield,  Yorkshire,  England,  married,  first,  January  15, 
1687-8,  at  Chesterfield,  Hannah  Slater,  daughter  of  Jonathan 
and  Hannah  (Mower)  Slater,  of  Chesterfield;  bapt.  March  ^, 
1 66 1,  at  Chesterfield,  Derbyshire;  bur.  January 3,  1688-9,  same 
place;  and,  second,  Joanna  Rawson,  daughter  of  John  Rawson, 
of  Walkley,  near  Sheffield,  Co.  York. 

By  his  second  marriage  he  had  many  children,  most  of  whom 
died  young,  and  none  of  whom  survived  him  or  left  any  issue 
except  one  son,  Joseph  Clay,  of  Bridge  House,  whose  daughter 
Ellen  was  the  last  of  his  descendants  of  the  name  of  Clay  in 
England. 

By  his  first  marriage  he  had  one  child,  Robert,  baptized  at 
Chesterfield  December  9,  1688,  who  came  to  Philadelphia  and 
married  Ann  Curtis,  December  10,  17 10. 

I  have  been  for  several  years  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  a 
genealogy  of  this  family  of  Clay  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and 
Newcastle,  Del.,  intended  to  include — 

1.  The  descendants  of  Robert  Clay  and  Ann  Curtis,  bearing 

the  name  of  Clay  by  birth  or  marriage. 

2.  Portraits  of  all  of  the  above  of  whom  any  likeness  is 

known  to  exist. 

3.  The  ascendants  of  the  wives  of  Clays. 

4.  The  descendants  of  female  Clays  who  married. 

5.  Biographical    and    descriptive    sketches,    letters,    family 

papers,  and  a  variety  of  miscellaneous  data,  illustrations, 
and  information. 


It  u'ill  lake  a  good  while  to  finish  vvliat  I  ha\e  planned,  and 
I  have  therefore  printed  l\irt  I.  the  ^enealoi^y  alone,  without 
narrative,  description,  or  biography,  for  the  use  of  the  family, 
with  the  hope  that  it  may  lead  them  to  take  interest  in  the 
completion  of  the  work,  and  to  assist  in  it  by  furnishing 
information  as  to  their  respective  branches,  such  as  names  and 
dates  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths;  copies  of  entries  in 
parish  records  or  family  Bibles,  and  of  obituary  and  other 
notices. 

Part  II  is  almost  entirely  completed,  and  I  shall  soon  have  a 
photographic  negative  of  every  Clav  of  this  family  of  whom 
any  likeness  is  known  to  exist,  except  one,  Mrs.  George  Clay 
(36),  of  whose  portrait  the  present  owner  would  not  allow  a 
photograph  to  be  taken. 

Part  111  is  well  under  way,  as  is  also  Part  iV. 

Part  V  will  take  much  work  and  considerable  time  to  com- 
plete, and  for  this  part  I  request  the  assistance  mentioned  above. 

I  will  be  glad  to  correspond  with  any  member  of  the  family 
in  any  of  its  branches  interested  in  the  subject,  and  to  receive 
corrections,  additions,  or  suggestions.

ROBERT  CLAY,  of  Bridge  House,  was  an  owner  of  large  interests  in  lead 
and  coal  mines  in  Derbyshire  and  Yorkshire  ;  wealthy  at  the  time  of  his 
eldest  son's  marriage;  more  so  at  his  own  death  later,  when,  by  his  will, 
he  cut  off  his  grandchildren,  Slater  and  Thomas  Clay,  with  "  five  shillings 
apiece." 

I.  ROBERT  CLAY,  Sea  Captain.  The  voyage  on  which  he  was  lost  was  to 
have  been  his  last,  his  intention  being  upon  his  return  from  it  to  take  his 
wife,  who  had  been  visiting  at  his  father's  and  in  Liverpool  for  two  years, 
back  to  Philadelphia  and  go  into  business  there. 

3.  SLATER  CLAY,  Sea  Captain  when  young;  later  lived  in  Newcastle,  Dela- 
ware. Owned  "  Swanwick,"  near  there;  was  vestryman  of  Emmanuel 
Church. 

7.  THOMAS  CLAY,  Merchant  at  Chestertown,  Kent  Co.,  Maryland,  then  an 
important  port  of  entry. 

9.  CURTIS  CLAY,  Merchant  in  Philadelphia.  Lived  on  Chestnut  St.,  near 
Seventh  St. 

II.  Rev.  ROBERT  CLAY.  He  and  his  brother  Slater  were  ordained  together 
Deacon,  December  23,  1787;  Priest,  February  17,  17S8;  Rector  of  Em- 
manuel Church,  Newcastle,  Delaware,  from  March  24,  1788,  to  April  19, 
1824;  contributed  liberally  to  the  church  from  his  private  means.

48.  ANTONY  LAUSSAT,  first  husband  of  Ann  Eliza  Clay;  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania;  Lawyer;  admitted  to  the  Philadelphia  bar, 
February  i,  1827;  man  of  brilliant  ability;  author  of  a  work  on  equity; 
his  appointment  as  U.  S.  Attorney  for  Pennsylvania  reached  him  during 
his  last  illness.  His  father  was  cousin  and  brother-in-law  of  Clement  de 
Laussat,  Prefect  General  of  the  French  West  India  Colonies  and  commis- 
sioner for  France  at  the  cession  of  Louisiana. 

JOHN  RICHTER  JONES,  second  husband  of  Ann  Eliza  Clay,  was  grand- 
son of  Rev.  David  Jones,  Gen.  Vv^ayne's  "fighting  parson;"  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  1821;  Lawyer;  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  in  Philadelphia,  1836  to  1847;  moved  to  Sullivan  Co., 
Penna.,  and  lived  at  "  Eaglesmere;"  September  i ,  1801 ,  was  authorized  to 
raise  a  regiment,  and  was  Colonel  of  the  58th  Penna.

Campbell's  regiment,  raised  to  defend  the  State. 

72.  GEORGE  BOLTON  LOWNES  CLAY  studied  medicine,  and  has  for  years 
lived  and  practised  his  profession  at  Moorestown,  N.  J. 

74.  RICHARD  EDEY  CLAY,  Merchant  in  Philadelphia;  was  for  years  of  the 
firm  of  E.  C.  Knight  &  Co.;  retired  from  business  some  years  ago. 

So.  GEORGE  HENRY  CLAY,  graduated  at  Burlington  College,  N.  J.,  in  1850; 
admitted  to  the  bar  and  practised  law  in  Sunbury,  Pa. 

83.  FLETCHER  CLAY,  graduate  of  the  Philadelphia  High-School;  Civil  Engi- 
neer; engaged  in  construction  of  Sunbury  and  Erie  R.R.;  moved  to 
Erie;  in  August,  1862,  was  commissioned  ist  Lieutenant,  Co.  A,  143th 
Penna.  Vols.,  and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg. 

85.  ALFRED  LAUSSAT  CLAY;  Philadelphia  High-School;  was  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Ridge  Ave.  Ry.  Co. ;  served  in  the  Commonwealth 
Artillery,  in  the  3  months'  service,  1861,  and,  for  three  years  after  that, 
as  Hospital  Steward,  U.  S.  A.;  has  since  been  with  the  Fidelity  Company 
of  Philadelphia.

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93-  EDWARD  COOK  CLAY;  nt  Ury  School,  Fox  Chase,  Philadelphin,  four 
years;  University  of  Pennsylvania,  class  of  '72,  until  end  of  sophomore 
year;  entered  importing  house  of  Price,  Parrish  &  Co.,  1870;  Pennsyl- 
vania R.R.  Co.,  January,  1874;  went  to  New  York  in  1881,  and  was 
with  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  and  Mexico  National  Railroads;  since 
1S90  has  been  with  the  Newark  Passenger  Ry.,  and  its  successors;  lives 
at  Orange,  N.  J.

General    Agent   of  the    Department   of 
Justice  Expires  Suddenly. 

■>  /ASHINGTON,     Sept.     23.— Gen.     Cecil 
Clay,    General   Agent   of    the   Department  I 
of  Justice,  ^ied  suddenly  to-dav.     He  was 
60  years  ol"  and  a  native  of  Philadelphia. 

Gen.  Cecil  Clay  was  born  In  Philadel- 
phia Feb.  13,  1842.  He  received  his  educa- 
tion In  ihe  public  schools  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
graduating  in  18.5».  He  enlisted  In  the 
Fifty-eighth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  at 
the  ouloreak  of  the  civil  war.  and  was 
soon  made  Its  Captain.  For  gallant  serv- 
ices during  the  war  he  was  brevetttd 
Brigadier  General  of  United  States  Vol- 
unteers. ^ 

Gen.  C.ldy  received  a  Congressional  medal 
of  honor  for  distinguished  services  during 
the  stoimihg  of  i-i^rt  liarri.-;on.  In  this 
battle  he  lost  his  right  hand  and  was 
severely  wounded,  but  Insisted  on  slaying 
in  the  front.  At  the  end  of  the  war  Gen. 
Clay  became  the  head  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence Boom  and  Manufacturing  Company. 

He  was  well  known  as  a  crack  rifle  snot 
on  the  range  and  as  a  hunter  of  big  game. 
He  was  a  frerjuent  contributor  to  Forest 
and  Stream.  He  became  General  Agent  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Justice 
in  1887.  ■;  ^'  " 
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
